Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: This application and 1 0/01 1 ,202 and 09/972,323 are related and all 
three applications were discussed together. Applicants urged that prima facie obviousness has not been established 
due to lack of motivation to modify the adsorbent particles of the primary references according to teachings of the 
secondary references by immobilizing the adsorbent particles with a matrix since the primary references do not 
disclose a problem and the secondary references are not treating a blood product. Examiner pointed out that prima 
facie obviousness has been established since unexpected or surprising result or improvement from invention has not 
been established, and the secondary references like the primary references are using adsorbent particles to remove an 
undesirable component from a biological liquid and suggest immobilizing the particles with a matrix as an alternative 
way of providing the particles in a form suitable for contacting with a liquid blood product. Examiner pointed out that 
matrix immobilized adsorbent particles disclosed by Groeger et al would have been expected to provide the function of 
adsorbent particles desired by the primary references for treating a blood product, and to immobilize the adsorbent 
particles of the primary references with a matrix would have been prima facie obvious when the references are 
considered together in combination as a whole. 
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
